Ladies and gentlemen it is an honor 
to appear before you—an honor that I 
deeply appreciate. The Congress of 
Freedom is one of the most widely 
known and highly respected conserve 
tive organizations in the United States 
But this very fact has another aspect— 
an unpleasant aspect that is obvious to 
all of us and that it would be false 
courtesy to ignore. Let** face It We 
are a small group. Numerically, at 
least we are insignificant and lost In 
the howling wilderness of folly and 
treason that our country has become. 
The only thing that stands between us 
and despair right now is the knowledge 
that according to the latest estimate, 
there are now active In the United 
States some two thousand other con¬ 
servative groups who share our alarm 
and are working for the same general 
purpose with the same hope that it Is 
not yet too late to save America for 
the American people. And outside all 
these organizations there Is a large and 
ever growing number of Americans 
who sense that something is seriously 
wrong, who are made uneafy or even 
afraid by a menace that they feel In 
^he atmosphere about them but tha* 
thev have not yet clearly identified, 
and who do not know what they can or 
should do. 

The common problem of all conserva¬ 
tives is that of finding a way to exert 
the maximum force In the minimum of 
time that we have left. I want to 
suggest to you the strategy that seems 
to me our best and perhaps our only 
hope.

Implausible, and it# hero something of 
a fathead, but let me remind you that 
there are thousands, perhaps millions, 
of people In this country, including a 
considerable portion of our conserva- 
tfves, who, confronted by equally ob¬ 
vious and cogent evidence are still 
slapping their foreheads and wishing 
that they could he sure about the 
Communist conspiracy, how big It is, 
who belongs to it, and even what it 
proposes to do.

If i were not firmly convinced of 
this, I would not take the very grave 
risk of personal and professional ruin 
that I now take by speaking against ^ 
the Communist conspiracy.

Twenty Combat Divisions 

The present status of the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States is 
equally a matter of public knowledge. 
On the 3rd of March, 1B58 Congress 
Iran Francis K Walter, Chairman of 
the House Committee on U Dr American 
Activities, published a report stating 
that “the Kremlin has succeeded in an 
listing, at a conservative estimate, 
more than a million Americans. , . . 
There are at this moment the equival- 
ist mind have been well explained by 
Czeslaw Milosz in his Captive Mind, and 
by Gerhart Niemeyer in his Inquiry Id 
ent of some twenty combat divisions 
of enemy troops on American soil.., 
troops that are loyal only to the 
Soviet” In other words, ladies . and 
gentlemen, you are now living in a 
country that has been partly occupied. 
Unless the American people now mate 
a desperate effort to save themselves, 
they wilt within four years, 1 think, 
find themselves in the position of the 
Hungarians when they made their 
frantic and hopeless effort to regain 
their freedom three years ago. 

There are two basic facts that one 
must bear in mind when one tries to 
understand Communists. If they seem 
obvious to you* forgive me for re* 
pea ting them here, but they are so 
fundamental that 1 must insist upon 
them. 

“Ideological Struggle” Nonsense 

First, all the talk about an “ideo¬ 
logical struggle” is mostly nonsense. 
No Communist, except gullible college 
boys and other children, really believes 
in the doctrine of socialism. Marx's 
absurd theories are merely a propa¬ 
ganda device, a means to an end. The 
intellectual processes of the Commun 
to the Soviet Mentality, but they were 
best epitomized by Duane Thorin. This 
young American, who had somehow 
escaped brain-washing In his high 
school and college, was taken prisoner 
in Korea and interrogated for months 
by the Chinese Communists who sought 
to convert him. He received some at¬ 
tention from a really Important Com¬ 
munist official, and his native shrewd- 
ness enabled him only contempt for 
their inferiors who really believed the 
Marxist propaganda, As Thorin neatly 
pots In: “Intellects that failed to see 
through the falsities of Communism 
were so arrested that they were of 
only limited use In the totalitarian 
state." 

Communism—John Dewey Not Mars

believe; it is a conspiracy in which aw- 
participate. So far as Comimiam has an 
intellectual basis, that basis may be 
found in the doctrine, not of Karl 
Marx, but of John Dewey, The Com 
munist is the perfect Pragmatist; he it 
a Nihilist; he believes that there is no 
such thing as truth. He repudiates 
and hates all the traditions and cul¬ 
ture of the Past; there Is no truth, 
there is no value in the world but the 
satisfaction of his own whims and ap¬ 
petites, whatsoever they may be. In* 
leUectually speaking, he is a beasW 
perhaps the lowest and most dangerous 
of all beasts. 

No Truth, Only Expediency 

Perhaps the neatest illustration of 
the intellectual processes of a Com* 
munist and the jargon that he loves 
to use will be found in comments made 
to me ny a university president some 
time ago. In a conference with him, 
i had happened to mention the old 
ideal of scholarship and learning: di* 
interested pursuit of truth. I thought 
that he would at least pay lip-service 
to this ideal, but he interrupted me 
imperiously. 

“There is no truth but social truth,” 
he said. 

■'And what,” 1 asked, “is social 
truth?” 

He replied quite simply; “It Is what 
a is expedient lor a society to tell ns 
members,” 

"And who,” 1 asked, ‘Determines 
what story it is expedient to tell the 
suckers?' 1 

He smiled. “WE do." 

Avow, to be sure, I cannot be certain 
that the university president was a 
member of the Communist under¬ 
ground, but the reasoning that he em¬ 
ployed is that of the Communist mind. 
There is no truth; there is only ex¬ 
pediency. 

But intellectual inihiUsm, the repu¬ 
diation of all concepts of truth, justice, 
humanity, is not sufficient to explain 
the terrible energy of the Communist 
conspiracy. That energy is emotional: 
it is a lust, a craving, a quasi-religious 
passion. I had my first glimpse of 
this passion early in my days in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Shoot Them In The Belly, 

I met a young man who had just 
come into the army. He looked Uke 
an amiable college boy, and as a matter 
of fact, be had been graduated from 
law school only two or three years be¬ 
fore. He had been working for the 
Labor Relations Board, and he enthu* 
elastically described to me the way to 
which he and his colleagues would 
raid small American corporations that 
were inclined to be recalcitrant, aeiaa 
their books and cart them off, osten¬ 
sibly for the purpose of photographing 


and I asked, “Lieutenant, di&n t 11 
seem to you that you were Pointing 
the constitutional rights of America* 
business men?” He was a young man 
and he answered promptly, "Rights’ 
Why, they're capitalists. When w+ 
stand them against a wall, we wil 
shoot them in the belly: they die 
longer that way.” 

Overwhelming Lust To Destroy 

That was how ! first came to sus 
poet the basic orientation of Common 
1st minds, but only after years of ob 
servation, and with help from the U 
laminating analysis by Denis de Rouge 
moot, did I realize that the young mu 
was exceptional only in the readmes 
with which he let slip the mask. Tha 
is the explanation of the fact tha 
puzzles so many Americans who hav 
not closely observed Communists—Jth 
seemingly strange fact that the so-caJL 
ed “liberal intellectuals” are not pej 
Curbed or shaken in their faith by tb 
innumerable and indubitable report 
of Communist atrocities, tortures, an 
massacres. We all know that whe 
the Bolshevik vermin from New Yoi 
took over Russia, they proceeded ay 
tematically to murder some 5,000,Ot 
men, women, and children, includir 
the best part of the population. W 
all know, for example, that when ti 
White Russians in Odessa agreed 
an armistice under the most aolen 
pledges that they and their famili 
were to be transported unharmed 
Constantinople, the Communists mi 
sacred part of the men as soon as tb 
were disarmed, and reserved anoth 
part for tortures so scientifically s 
ministered that many of the victii 
took more than a week to die. T 
women were compelled to witness U 
amusement and then placed in brothi 
for sadistic sexual tortures; aoi 
lived as long as three months. TI 
procedure has continued ever i>n 
You have seen photographs of mutil 
ed men and women, living and del 
photographs that made you physics 
sick at a single glance. But you mi 
have noticed that such things do i 
daunt even the most delicate and el 
inmate of our “liberal intellectual 
And the only explanation I think 
the terrible one that I have suggest 
Very many men do not adhere to Cc 
munis m in spite of its indescriba 
atrocities; on the contrary* they 
come Communists because of th 
atrocities. The true hardcore O 
munist, whatever the disguise he e 
wear when he moves among you i 
however much he may think it 
pedient to snivel about “social go 
or “brotherhood," is, in the liU 
and exact meaning of the English wi 
a thug, that ia, a man who has m 
a religion of murder. He ia driven 
an overwhelming lust to destroy

never been large. It probably bai 
never had over 90,000 card-carrying 
members at any time* It has served 
on the one hand as a recruiting and 
» , testing agency to enlist talented con¬ 
spirators who, after they have proven 
f their worth and ability, could quietly 
, be transferred to one or another divi- 
aion of the underground » and it has 
served on the other hand as a shield 
to mask and facilitate me work of the 
underground apparatus that con s i sts 
of conspirators who pose as "liberal in 
tellectuais," and who urge the Ameri¬ 
can people to save themselves from 
uommuiusm at nome by manning 
their legal and economic system along 
uunmumst lines, and to save the 
world from Communism by taxing 
themselves to finance communist gov¬ 
ernments aoroaa. Tne qhj^uh party, 
which currently pretends to be even 
*mauer man it is, nas never been more 
man a small segment oi toe conspir¬ 
acy. Lems Buaem recounts wim wry

The Dangerous Communist 
Under ground 

. i.. The Communist underground is our 
__ real danger, and no one can accurately 
measure its total strength. Its mem¬ 
bers all vociferously deny that they 
are Communists, and they are now, so 
organized that when everything is 
working properly no one conspirator 
can positively identify more than five 
of his accomplices* Two members of 
the F*BX and an ex-communist agree 
In assuring me that since the 1030’s, at 
any rate, it has been the fixed policy 
of the Communists to find a young 
man and young woman, arrange for 
their marriage, help them through 
college, if necessary, and then send 
them into an American community, 
often a small town. For fifteen years 
the Party provide* them with such sup* 


10,006 Communist Fronts 

The underground works under tn 
"numerable guises on Innumerable pro¬ 
jects, many of which seem irrelevant 
to their purpose. Mr* W illiam Rusher, 
who was for some years a member of 
the legal staff of the Senate intern a) 
Security Committee, estimates that 
there are now 10,000 separate organiza¬ 
tions, each directed toward a single 
goal, and many of them apparently 
innocent All of these fronts hay* w _ 
one thing In common:-they simulate * r 
charitable or altruistic interest lb 
numan welfare, and pretend that they 
are working * for some ‘"social good ” 
These fronts serve primarily as a 
means of establishing and maintaining 
control over a mass of dupes-well-mean- 
mg and sometimes intelligent people 
who never even guess who Is doing 
their thinking for them. They unwit¬ 
tingly form the third and largest circle 
of Communist strength. 

Traitors In The Pentagon 

The international conspiracy has 
penetrated every segment of American 
life, and has attained effective control 
of many of the moat strategic* That la 
obvious from the information scat¬ 
tered in many sources, including the 
confessions of repentant Co mmuni sts 
and the many reports issued by the 
Congressional committees. But let me 
remind you that all the investigations 
by the House and Senate committees 
have been fragmentary and have in¬ 
volved only minor members of the con¬ 
spiracy. Even the late Senator Mc¬ 
Carthy operated for the most part on 
the periphery of the conspiracy, and 
you will remember that when he open- 
ed a line of investigation which was 
evidently leading to a nest of traitors 
in the Pentagon, the forces of inter¬ 
national Communism, utilizing their 
control of the press, the radio, and 
television, struck down that great A* 
men can patriot on what was perhaps 
the darkest day in American history 
lince Valley Forge. There has been 
no searching investigation of Commun¬ 
ism in the United States. You will, 
perhaps, remember that Judge Robeit 
Morris, who was Chief of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee of the Senate, 
stated in a radio broadcast last year 
that no congressional Investigation of 
Communism had ever gone very far in 
penetrating the structure of the con¬ 
spiracy because whenever the com¬ 
mittee seemed likely to follow the 
trail of major conspirators, its wont 
was stopped by “irreaistahle pressures.* 1 
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our land. In many areas, of course, 
the Communists' work is done for them 
by puppets and stooges who do not 
realize that they are being manipulat¬ 
ed, or by frauds, racketeers, and other 
social parasi tes, such as typical -bureau¬ 
crats, whose minds can focus on just 
one thing: the fast and easy buck* But 
conspiracies, like armies, must first be 
measured by the number of troops they 
can put Into the field, not by the num*' 
ber who know and approve the strate¬ 
gic plana of the High Command* 

* Progressive Education 

In the public schools, - for instance, 
the techniques of what la called “pro¬ 
gressive education, 11 designed to stul¬ 
tify the minds and brutalize the char 
acter of adolescents, are essentially an 
elaborate fraud perpetrated by a 5*ng * 
of parasites, who exploit the gullibility 
of taxpayers. But the inculcation of lk 
literacy and the incitation of sexual 
promiscuity serve the Communist pur¬ 
pose of degrading mankind, and have 
been largely accomplished under Com¬ 
munist direction. They are now reap¬ 
ing what they so diligently towed. 
Last year one of my younger colleagues 
in the University thought to aak his 
class of freshmen—twenty boys and 
girls, probably from twenty different 
high schools all over the state—about 
Communism, and 90% of them— 
eighteen little parrots replied: "Every¬ 
one knows that Communism hi the 
ideal form of government We learn* 
ed all about that in high school.* 

Colleges, Universities First Targets- 

- 

In the universities the Communists 
have zealously promoted, and Is turn 
profited by, the relaxation and now 
even the repudiation of the old stand¬ 
ards of scbalarship and intellectual in¬ 
tegrity. The colleges and universities* 
indeed, were probably the first great 
Communist target. Ho one, so far as 
I know, has examined the recorded 
membership and activities of the So¬ 
cialist Clubs which, under the leader¬ 
ship of John Dewey, were established 
in 1905-1910 in colleges and universities 
throughout the country; I cannot tty, 
therefore, whether or not these cluhs 
were a Communist-front activity* The 
first Communist cell of which I have 
beard is said to have been organized 

at Harvard in 1S10* +*

Communist Cells In Colleges 

One must take it for granted that 
every college and university of promin¬ 
ence has strong Communist cells In its 
faculty. Dr. J.. B. Matthewi, who hu
